The new law ia gaining friends daily and those who think that it will be 
repealed by the next General Assembly will find themselves very much mistak- 
en, for when the people who live in the country districts once learn how much 
this law means to them and to their children, they will be a unit in its favor. 
It will be amended in some minor particulars, but we may rest assured that as 
regards the main provisions, the new law haa come to stay. 

In one county of tkis State, a candidate for renomination to the legisla- 
ture dared to make a fight on the grounds of opposition to the school law. He 
woe overwhelmingly defeated in the primary election. This should be the fate 
of every one who dares to trv to make p ilitical capital out of an institution so 
sacred as the public schools. 

In a few counties the peanut politicians eompoaing the fiscal court have 
refused to make the levy recommended by the Board of Education. Presuming 
in their ignorance of the needs of the schools, to place their petty political am- 
bitions above the interests of the hoys and girls in the country districts. Defy- 
ing the plain provision of the law which says the County Board shall estimate 
the amount of tax required to carry out the pravisons of the law and that the 
Fiscal Court SHALL make the levy asked by the County Board.

Jackson. Miss., May 24 — Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway, of the Methodist- 
Episcopal church. Mississippi’s most 
dis’ireu shed divine and best known 
publi; i*r. who for the past twenty 
years In.s held rank among the greatest 
pulpit orators of America, died at his 
residence in this city at 5 o’clock this 
morning, after an illness of several 
days with a mild form of pneumor .a. 
complicated with heart trouble. 

The end was not unexpected Bishop 
Galloway has been in a dying condition 
for eighteen hours, and the end was 
momenta’ilv expected. 

He survived longer than the attend- 
ing physicians expected, and depitethe 
fact that he was in an unconscious - fate 
showed wonderful vitality nines' to 
the end. 

The distinguished divine was t l-en 
ill last Friday while en route f nm 
Nashville, where he had attended - he 
annual session of the college of Bi- 
shops. 

Although his sickness caused appre- 
hension among the family owing to the 
fact that he bad been in an enfeebled 
condition for nearly three years, no 
immediate alarm was felt until Mon- 
day night when hyp '-itn- pneumonia 
developed in one lung, and the pit, nt 
commenced t-> grow worse rani II*. 
passing into an unroscious state, from 
which he rallied only at brief interva . 
an I during the final twelve I -n w 
totally unconscious.

When Cleaning Out a Well. 

Before going down into a well, test 
the purity of the air by lowering a 
lighted candle or lantern. If tht light 
bums dimly or goes out, the poisonous 
carbonic acid gas "damps” can be 
driven out by igniting a quantity of 
turpentine and sawdust or kerosene 
and rags, in a kettle, and lowering it 
t > the servic of the water; and then, 
later, pour several bucketfulls of water 
into the well from the top. Test again 
with the lantern, and note the improve- 
ment.
